to  obthlience.  Christ  stated  the  true  test 
of  love  to  be  obedience.  His  words  are: 
“If  a man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words.” 
The  spirit  of  obedience,  as  shown  by  this 
consecrated  pair,  should  be  the  spirit  of  ev- 
$ry  heayt  now  as  then. 

Theirs  was  a faultless  piety— “walking  in 
all  the'  commandments  and  ordinances  of 
the  Lord  blameless.”  Tins  does  not  mean 
that  they  were  sinless;  -verse  twenty  of  this 
chapter  clearly  shows  that  they  were  not 
sinless.  Zaeharias  was  guilty  of  unbelief, 
but  this  commendation  shows  that  they  were 
exemplary  observers  of  God’s  law.  It  al- 
so teaches  Us  that  their  character  was  irre- 
proachable, and  that  they  would  not  know- 
ingly and  willingly  indulge  in  sin.  Doubt- 
less they  strove  to  have  consciences  void  of 
offence  toward  God  and  toward  man.  We 
cannot  always  be  without  blame.  If  we 
have  positive  elements  in  our  character,  we 
will  provoke  antagonism  and  arouse  hos- 
tility. As  far  as  possible  we  are  to  live 
peaceably  with  all  men  and  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  reputation  of  being  “blameless 
and  harmless,  the  sons  of  God,  without  re- 
buke.” It  will  not,  however,  be  possible. 
Like  the  Lord’s  always  so  to  live  as  to  escape  sharp  criticism. 

We  may,  however,  live  lives  of  such  trans- 
parent sincerity  as  to  make  opposition  pow- 
erless, and  the  arrows  of  criticism  point- 
less. Beautiful  is  the  prayer  of  the  apostle 
for  the  Philippians,  when  he  prays  that  “ye 
may  be  sincere  and  without  offence.”  This 
prayer  implies  that  they  would  not  .willing- 
ly injure  others  in  property  or  in  reputation. 
The  word  translated  sincere  in  this  connec- 
tion is  an  unusually  suggestive  one..  The 
word  sincere  is  not  the  exact  translation 
hut  it  also  is  worthy  of  our  thought;  it 
means  “without  wax,”  nnd  is  applied  to 
honey  which  is  pure  and  transparent,  or  to 
furniture  which  is  without  cracks  and  knot- 
holes filled  with  wax.  This  is  a beautiful 
description  of  Christian  character.  But, 
as  already  noted,  the  word  sincere  does  not 
correctly  translate  the  original  woijd  in  this 
prayer  on  behalf  of  the  Philippians.  The 
Greek  word  properly  means  that  which  is 
judged  of  in  the  sunshine.  An  article  in 
a dark  room  may  appear  flawless  and  per- 
!f  the  hand  be  outstretched  feet,  hut  when  exposed  to  bright  sunshine, 

its  defrets  will  appear.  This  is  a prayer 
that  a Christian’s  life  may  be  so  perfect  that 
it  may  be  Judged  in  the  brightest  sunshine 
of  daily  publicity.  Sincerity  of  this  charac- 
ter means  f*»r  more  than  the  mere  absence 
of  criticism;  it  has  its  positive  elements,  but 
when  a life  is  thus  sincere  it  will  soon  dis- 
arm hostile  criticism,  and  will  soon  compel 
general  respect  and  appreciation.

The  Deadly  Cigarette.  . .

The  cigarette  is  deadly  because  it  blunts 
all  of  one's  sensibilities  and  deadens  all  his 
thinking  faculties.  ‘This  statement  is  both 
scientifically  and  practically  correct.  It  is 
scientifically  correct  because  every  ciga- 
rette smoker  takes  into  his  system  at  least 
three  different  poisons:  Arsenic,  with 
which  the  paper  is  bleached;  opium,  with 
which  the  tobacco  is  impregnated ; and  nic- 
otine, the  active  property  of  tobacco,  which 
makes  the  weed  such  a deadly  poison.  This 
last  named  poison  is  an  oily,  heavy  sub- 
stance, which  may  be  easily  separated  from 
the  dried  leaf  of  the  tobacco  plant  by  dis- 
tillation or  infusion.  They  tell  us  that  a 
single  cigar  contains  enough  nicotine  poi- 
son to  extinguish  two  human  lives,  if  taken 
at  once.'  But  the  cigarette  is  a great  deal 
more  deadly  than  the  cigar  or  pipe,  be- 
cause it  contains  two  additional  deadly  poi- 
sons. as  indicated  above. 

Dr.  J.  J.  Kellogg  says  that  he  had  .all 
the  poison  removed  from  the  smoke  of  a sin- 
gle cigarette,  and  Aiade  a solution  out  of  it. 
He  injected  half  of  the  solution  into  a frog, 
and  the  frog  died  almost  instantly.  The 
rest  he  administered  to  another  frog,  and  it 
died  at  once.  Both  frogs  /were  full  grown, 
and  jhe  average  size.  Thin  he  reasons  out 
the  case  this  way:  “Now\  if  one  cigarette 
contains  enough  poison  tol  kill  two  frogs, 
then  a boy  or  young  man  wnp  smokes  twen- 
ty cigarettes  a day  has  inhafed  enough  poi- 
son to  kill  forty  frogs.”  Then  he  asks': 
“Why  does  the  poison  not  kill  the  boy,  or 
the  young  man!”  And  answers:  “It 
DOES  kill  himl  If  not  immediately  he 
will  die  sooner  or  later,  of  weak  heart,. 
.Bright’s  Dis' ase^or  some  oifter  malady1; 
which  scientific  physicians  everywhere  now 
recognize  as  a natural  result  of  chronic  nie- 
otine  poisoning.” 

A chemist,  much  given  to  experiments, 


collected  all  the  smoke  from  au  average 
cigalreite,  and  reduced  the  poison  to  a so- 
lution. lie  injected  a portion  of  this  solu- 
tion into  the  skin  of  a boils  • cat.'  The  lit- 
tle nniiual  ivi  ut  almost  instantly  into  convul- 
sions, and  died  in  fifteen  minutes.  He 
found  also  that  one  drop  of  this  deadly  poi- 
son was  sufficient  to  kill  a full  grown  dog. 

So  we  find  that  what  is  scientifically  true 
is  also  practically  true  —and  almost  without 
exception.

Last  night  close!  one  of  the  best  year’s 
work  in  the  history  of  the  Magee  Baptist 
church.  During  the  year  eight  were  hap- 
t-i/ed,  and  soiii"  twelve  or  fifteen  were  re- 
ceived by  letter. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  gave 
jf  17.00  cash  for  the  Orphanage,  and  a box 
valued  at  $50.00.  We  gave  to  the  Baptist 
Hospital  about  *30.00.  We  gave  for  Home 
Missions  *105.56 , for  Foreign  Missions, 
*130.57;  for  State  Missions.  *128.25.  Bro. 
1 P.  Trotter  did  the  preaching  for  ns  in  our 
annual  meeting,  and  we  paid  him  *35.00. 
The  church  paid  the  pastor  *55.00  more  than 
ibis  salary.  During  the  la-t  two  weeks  of 
December  we  paid  off  all  indebtedness  of 
every  kind,  not  including  the  pastor’s  sal- 
ary. that  the  church  owe  I,  which' amount  'd 
to  *394.79,  and  placed  in  the  treasury  a bal- 
ance of  *47.21.  Then  separate  from  all 
this  on  the  third  Sunday  in  December  we 
took  a collection  for  ministerial  relief  and 
Received  *60.50. 

Now,  in  regard  tq  the  above  sums  of  mon- 
ey, permit  me  to  say  that  we  have  used  no 
sensational  nor  “high  pressure”  methods  to 
seeui*e  them.  The  fact  is  “we  don’t  be- 
lieve” in  such  methods  for  raising  money 
for  the  Lord’s  cause. 

It  is  but  due  to  say  that  the  W.  M.  lT.  of 
our  church  had  a very  large  hand  in  all  this 
work,  besides  they  bought  and  paid  for  an 
organ  lust  year  W hich  cost  *136.00,  and  they 
raised  most  of  their  money  without  resort- 
ing to  the  “ice  cream”  method. 

On  Sept  14th  Bro.  John  M.  Franklin  one 
of  the  deacons  of  this  church  was  ordained 
to  the  full  work  of  the  ministry.  His  time 
is  not  all  taken  for  this  year,  and  any  church 
in  need  of  a pastor  and  good  preacher 
would  do  well  to'  confer  with  Bro.  Franklin 
whose  address  is  Magee,  Miss. 

I have  been  serving  this  church  for  two 
years,  and  at  the  business  meeting  yester- 
day morning  the  salary  for  this  new  year 
was  raised  fifty  dollars  above  that  of  last 
year;  so  with  all  church  debts  off  of  our 
hands,  and  a “raise”  in  salary,  we  turn 
our  faces  to  this  New  Year’s  work  with  joy. 
nnd  determined  to  do  better  than  ever  be- 
fore if  it  is  the  Lord’s  will. 

I wanted  to  write  about  my  qther  work 
for  last  year,  but  it  would  make  this  write- 
up too  long,  so  I shall  wait  until  another 
time.

Measuring  Straw  in  Stack. 

This  is  the  time  of  the  year 
when  farmers  are  buying  and 
celling  straw,  hay,  and  other 
roughage  in  the  stack.  The  ques- 
tion of  Iwnv  to  measure  these  ma- 
terials in  the  stack  has  arisen 
I many  times.  It  is  practically 
impossible  to  give  any  definite, 
cut  und-Uried  rule  for  such  ’meas- 
urement'1 as  a great  deal  depends 
on  the  nature  of  the  feed  and  the 
length  of  time  it  has  been  stacked. 

Ordinarily,  the  practice  is  to 
multiply  the  length  by  the  width 
by  the  average  height  of  the  stack 
aifd  divide  this  result  by  500.  This 
rule  applies  to  measurement  ot 
straw.  At  the  best,  this  is  only 
an  approximation  of  the  correct 
amount  for  it  is  just  as  impossible 
to  measure  straw  with  any  de- 
gree of  exactness  as  it  is  to  esti- 
mate the  number  of  bushels  of 
grain  by  measurement  rather  than 
by  weighing. 

Many  farmers  estimate  that  350 
ubic  feet  of  hay  is  equivalent  to 
a ton  by  weight.  This  depends 
on  the  kind  of  hay  and  whether 
it  has  had  sufficient'  time  to  be- 
come thoroughly  settled — if  nevdy 
stacked,  it  would  take  400  or  500 


cubic  feet  to  equal  a ton. 

With  so  many  different  rules 
in  use  in  various  sections  of  the 
country  and  the  many  diverse 
opinions  on  the  subjeet,  it  would 
be  wise  before  closing  a deal  to 
have  an  agreement  as  to  what 
method  of  measurement  1 will  be 
used.  This  vfill  avoid  subse- 
quent disagreements  It  might 
oe  well  to  remember,  also,  in  this 
connection,  that  with  hay  and 
straw,  as  with  various  kinds  ot 
grain,  the  cubic  amount  which 
is  equivalent  to  a ton  or  bushel 
gradually  decreases  as  the  teason 
advances.

Like 
the  washboard,  a spreader  will  bel 
found  on  every  farm. 

This  is  not  surprising  when  we 
consider  what  is  being  done  to 
stimulate  the  desire  for  better 
machines,  and  to  increase  farm 
profits.  Farmers  are  reading. 
They  are  seeking  knowledge. 
They  discovered  long  ago  that 
Suropcan  farmers  were  making 
farms  that  had  been  cropped  foil 
centuries  yield  twice  hs  much  as 
American  farms  that  have  been 
under  cultivation  foi*  less  than 
fifty  years. 

At  the  sajne  time  the  labor 
problem  is  the  limiting  factor. 
This  problem  is  being  solved  by 
the  use  of  labor-saving  machines  j 
Among  the  newer  machines  the, 
spreader  easily  leads.  It  has  re-j 
duced  the  labor  connected  with' 
the  handling  of  manure  fifty  per 
cent.  Oh  farms  where  one  hun- 
dred-loads of  manure  are  produc- 
ed annually,  five  days  can  be  sav- 
ed by  using  a machine  to  do  the 
spreading.  Where  it  formerly 
took  from  twenty-five  to  forty 
minutes  to  spread  a load  of  ma- 
nure with  a fork,  the  same  work 
is  now  being  done  with  a machine 
in  from  three  to  five  minutes.  On 
many  farms  where  an  extrg  man 
was  hired  to  spread  manure,  the
